School's Early History. 

Its beginnings go back 84 years, 
for it was in the year 1846 ‘that, 
in connexion with the famous 
Anglo-Chinese College (founded by 
Dr. Morrison in Malacca and after- 
wards removed by. Dr. Legge’ to 
Hongkong, that a schoo! for. girls 
was started. by Mrs. Legge. It 
must have needed great faith and 
vision in. those days to see the pos- 
sibilities of developing the educa- 
tion of Chinese girls in this colony, 
and {it is not surprising that the 
start was.’ made with only seven 
pupils. In 1850. numbers had in- 
creased. to 18—all boarders—who 
were ‘taught both Chinese | and 
English. The records of. this little 
school are not unbroken, but dur- 
ing most of the latter half of the 
19th. century the nucleus of a 
bearding school was carried on in 
a room over the L.M.S..chapel at 
Day school work was 
also being developed at this time,

Room Inadequate. 


It was obvious that new and 
larger premises were essential. to 
weet the new circumstances which 
had ‘arisen. The school was like 
a child who- had long outgrown 
her clothes. Every inch of room 
waa utilded,.dut still it waa in- 
adequate, 

- The site for a new duilding was 
given by the London Missionary 
Society. Half of this waa made 
into a playground while the other 
was, to be used for the erection of 
classrooms. For some years the 
plans were under discussion and in 
1924 a committce was formed con- 
sisting of business men who under- 
took to collect funds for a new 
building. Then came the strike 
of 1925 and before arrangements 
had -been completed the committee 

ceased to function. . 

In 1926 a fresh effort was-made 
to carry out the «scheme. The 
kindergarten building had..to be 
erected first as we were no longer 
allowed to use the matshed in which 
they had temporarily been housed. 
The tirne did not seem to warrant 
our “approaching -the committee 
who had promised, before the 
strike, to help us, and there. seem- 
ed no alternative but to go ahead 
with such funds az we had. We 
had spent nearly $30,000.00, on the 
preparation of the site and the 
playground’ and.‘ $5,000.00 on the 
Kindergarten. . We had about 
$20,000.00 ‘in donations, savings, 
ete. and the Government had pro- 
mised dollar for dollar to the ea- 
tent of $50,000.00. We could ‘see 
our way, therefore, to erect a build- 
ing of two storeys with an extra 
storey at the weat ‘end which might 
serve as a:small assembly hall. 
‘Building operations were com- 
menced in February 1927. The 
building was ‘designed by Messrs. 
Raven and Basto, and the work was 
carried out by the Tung Maam 
Construction Company, 


Financial Campaign. 


It was in May, 1927, . that the 
suggestion was made by some of 
the old students that something 
should be done by them to help for- 
ward the building scheme. It was 
discovered that certain prominent 
members of the committee an 
had been formed in 1924 were sti, 
sympathetic ‘and ready to help. 
Eventually a new committee was 
formed—with this, important dif- 
ference between it -and the com- 
mittee of 1924—that this new com- 
mittee was to be an advisory body. 
The spade work we were to do our- 
selves, i : 
- In August, 1927, the financial 
campaign «was launched. The 
direetors and supporters of the 
scheme,: together with teachers and 
old girls, collected first. Then, 
when the school reopened for the 
autumn term, the girls were given 
their opportunity to take part. 
The total amount collected was 
‘over ~ $27,000.00 of which nearly 
$6,000.00 was raised by the girls 
of ‘1927, $5,000.00 by old students. 
and teachers, and about $16,000: by 
directors and supporters. Of this 
last amount $10,000.00 wag colléct- 
ed by. the Jate Dr. Wan Man-kaai 
from a friend of his. This gift
